BY SENIOR MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH. 


Tae Annual Reports of the successive Medical Officers to the Privy 
Council and the Local Government Board of England, which have been 
issued in one way or another since 1858, form the most valuable body 
of literature extant for those engaged in Public Health Administration. 
The mere mention of the names of Sir John Simon, Dr. Seaton, Sir 
George Buchanan, and Dr. Thorne Thorne, who have in succession written 
those Reports and edited their voluminous Appendices, is a sufficient 
suarantee of their value. In the Appendices will be found a series of 
Departmental Reports which, in substance, are invaluable repertories 
of facts regarding the most important questions which come before the 
Medical Officer in the course of his daily work, and in form and method 
are models for those officials in their investigations. Various detached 
supplementary publications have also appeared from time to time, such 
as those “On Sewage Disposal,” “On the Use and Influence of Hospitals 
for Infectious Disease,” ‘“ Reports and Papers on Cholera,” eic., ete. 

An Index to these publications (Authors and Subjects) was prepared 
for the use of the Sanitary Department of Glasgow, on my suggestion, 
by Drs. Marsh and Irvine, while attached to me as Pupil-assistants, in 
1894, and the Commissioners of Police resolved to print it primarily for 
the convenience of their own officials. They also resolved to publish a 
limited impression. In the Library of the Department there is a complete 
set of the Reports, but very few medical officers possess such a set. 
All, however, probably know where they can get convenient access to 
one, and the next best thing to having a set is to have an Index, 


guided by which, reference may be made to some convenient library.
